The examination of an experienced Chemist, 
called, at a recent capital trial in one of the 
EnGuien counties, to prove that a man, sup- 
posed to have been poimoned, had in fact died 
from the effects of arsenic, strikes us as worthy 
of preservation. The principal facts of the case, 
of which the entire report would fill at least two 
of our pages, may be thus briefly stated. The 
prisoner, Joun Srnatrorp, had formed an 
illicit connexion with the wife of one Baiaas, 
the husband being a bed-ridden pauper in the 
Norwich workhouse hospital, in which establish- 
ment Buxcess, the deceased, was employed. — 
It was proved that Srnareoun had, not long 
before Bunaess'’s death, purchased two ounces 
of arsenic, and had afterwards sent a paper bag 
of four to the hospital, for Briges, who had 
been said by his wife to be inuch in want of that 
The flour was placed in a cupboard, 
Be nGess took it; made it into dumplings, ate 
them, unmediately sickened, and soon died.— 
One half of the arseme which the prisoner had 
bought was afterwards found in his posseasion.

It is intended to sink it 15 feet 
further, which will bring the bottom to the level 
of tide-water, when it is anticipated that there 
From this well it 
is proposed to throw the water into the reservoir 
by means of machinery moved by horse or steam 
power. ‘The water will pass off from the bot- 
tom of the reservoir through a pipe of 26 inch 
bore, through an archway in the foundation, and 
in the street be connected with the main pipes 
of 12 inch bore, and by the latter will be con- 
ducted through 13th street to the 3d avenue and 
Broadway, down the former until it intersects 
the Bowery, and continuing on to Chatham 
square, and down Broadway to Canal street.— 
Branch pipes of 10 and 6 inch bore will be laid 
so as to conduct t!e water through all the in- 
tersecting streets, and from the reservoir to the 
extreme end of the pipes there will be placed at 
nearly equal distances 28 hydrants in the two 
leading streets, and the requisite number of stop 
cocks.
